A railroad is as a rule the common sub- 


ject for adverse criticism and, too ire- 
qnentiy, abuse. Often indeed is the iron 
road deserving of the castigation it everj-- 
wher- receives. But what occurs much 
often*T, is the failure to give a railroad 
the credit it deserves and strives to merit, 
—if you please, the devil doesn't get his 
dues in the railroad case any more than 
he does in his other numerous aflairs. But 
the fnot remains that all railroads are not 
•nnately bad, and men of flesh and blood 
nod human feelings manage them, as is 
the case in other business. 


The accommodations that the officers 


of some roads give their patrons at great 
paint, are seldom credited and a refusal to 
grant some unreasonable demand buries 
a!l the remembrance of favors under a 
heap of complaint. One late train oblit- 
erats'H the memory of a score regularly on 
time and all the faithfulness and pains 
and i lecutive ability necessary to bring 
that score along the line without mishap 
or delay. And olten a train late means 
circi, instances absolutely beyond the 
power of the road's officers to control. 
Fair judgment, to say nothing of charity, 
Beemi to be something that the manage- 
ment of a railroad need never to expect— 
it ne'er was, nor is, nor ne'er shall be. 


Wr note with pleasure that the Troy 


Tirn< 3 in a handsome supplement recently 
Issued,has done our own Fitchlurs railroad 
the justice to give it credit of being under 
considerate and able management. The 
Times speaks of it as "the great railroad 
that owns the Hoosac tunnel and whose 
engines run from the Hudson and the 
Moli iwk to Massachusetts bay, with man- 
ager.-, of travel who know how." And 
this 13 true. The Fituhburg railroad peo- 
ple do know how. The road has been 
iinpi oving wonderfully in all its service 
year by year. Its service is being per- 
fected. Even the chronic growler's mut- 
teriii^si are growing less. And when it is 
cons dered that the great line haa been 
complete aud organized but 10 years, its 
pre'.'-nt high efficiency is laudable to its 
oflk" rs.

<" THE RUSSIAN CENSUST|^ 


A L»B« Increase In the Population of 


Cities Shown by the Enumeration. 


Russia Is ona of the few countries of En- 


rope in whloh statements of tho population 
are based nci upon official enumeration, 
but upon estimates sometimes inaccurate. 
While, thewfore, the population of a city, 
province cr district of Rueein has been 
known in a general way, an exact and de- 
tailed record of the number of ipbnbitor.ts 
»t any given time, such as i» kept In Lon- 
llou, Paris and New Yorfc, hcyg been look- 
ing. Recently thero baa been taken a oon- 
eua of the population of tho large cities of 
Bussio, anrt the Novoe Vremya of Moscow 
gives details of the preliminary count. 


Fifteen years ago the population of Rus- 


sian cities was returned as follows: St. 
Petersburg, 845,000; Moscow, 765,000; 
Warsuw, 430,000; Odessa, 240,000; Riga, 
170,000, and Khnrkoff, 165,000. 
These 


were the six cities In Russia having more 
than 150,000 population each, uccording to 
the estimates made at that time. By 'tti'o 
census just completed—the flrst regular 
census taken in Russia—it is seefa thtit St. 
Petersburg has a.population of 1,250,000 
or very little less than tho city of Vienna, 
find more than Tokyo, Japan. This puts 
St. Petersburg seventh in tho list of cities 
of the world, London being first, the en- 
Inrged New York second, Paris third, Ber- 
lin fourth, Canton fifth and.Vienna sisth. 


Tbe next largest European city nftor 


St. Petersburg is Constantinople, the 
population of which h as always been some- 
what conjectural, for a detailed enumera- 
tion of its inhabitants has never been 
made, and, moreover, the number of 
transients iu Constantinople isat all times 
considerable. The second largest city o£ 
Russia is Moscow, the population of wMoh 
was returned by the raoent census as with- 
in a small fraction of the million mark— 
9(17,OS7. Moscow Is a much older city than 
St. Petersburg, and It was for many years 
tho chief city of Russia, but that.1 distinc- 
tion belongs to it no longer; though, as 
may be seen, the population of the old 
Russian capital is largely on the Increase. 
The third largest city of Russia is Warsaw, 
with a population of 550,000, and Odessa 
is' fourth, with a potniliitlon of 850,000. 
Two Russian cities wliicli have increased 
very largely are Kiev nnd Lodz in Poland. 
Fifteen years ago the population of Kiev 
was 120,000, but It is haw 200,000. Fif- 
teen years ago the population of Lodz win 
110,000; it is now 150,000. Nineteen Rus- 
sian cities are returned as having upward 
of 100,000 inhabitants each. Thirty-llio 
cities in the empire have moro than 50,- 
000 population. Samarkand and Kokand 
occupy higher places in the list than such 
ancient nnd Important canters as Tyer, 
Kursk and Poltava; 
The complete results of the Russian cen- 


sus will be made known by the end of 
August. The marked growth in the popu- 
lation of Russian cities is asorilwblo in 
considerable measure to the increased de- 
velopment oC Russian railroads nnd to the 
improved methods of communication 
throughout the empire. The total popula- 
tion of RuflrUi, urban and rural, with col- 
onies Included, is far 111 excess of 100,000,- 
OfiO, and tho rate of increase is rapid.— 
Now York Sue. 


4*Tombstone Brown'fl Organ." 


One of tbo most fin de sieele products ol 


far western "wild and woollyisiu" Is 
"Tombstone" Brown. Brown had been al- 
ternately hobo or tramp printer, according 
as cllinato and opportunity dictated, but 
bo finally drifted to California and "anchor- 
ed in Mendocino and Lake counties, where 
he began to take notice in matters social 
and political. Brown managed to scraps) 
together a little rqoney, and one day he 
came over the "grade" from San Fran- 
cisco with a brand now secondhand wagon 
on which were loaded a Franklin press, a 
fow fonts of type, ink, rollers and bundles 
of paper. Brown gave it [out cold that he 
was going to Gbart a paper, but said that 
the whole of society' was so blank rotten 
that he wouldn't mingle with it. 
He 


drove on through' town and off down into 
the bottom of a picturesque canyon, where 
he staked out his horses and bogau writing 
tho flrst Issue of his pupcr. Ho was tho 
whole staff in himself. 


When it came to setting the matter up 


in type, Brown discovered that he Hadn't 
bought any imposing stone, and with some- 
thing of old Men Franklin's savoir faire 
the editor mndea quiet sneak into a grave- 
yard, and, selecting « not overprosperous 
gravestone, ho cnrrieil it off to the peram- 
bulating printing office. 
The stone epi- 


eodc got out on him and thence his name 
of "Tombstone" Brown. But Brown was 
not in the least Worried, and, turning the 
title to 
account, named 
his journal 


"Tombstone1' Brown's Organ, and ho soon 
made the country howl. Brown's Organ 
had a front seat ia every issue that showed 
above the grass, and when one canyon got 
too warm he would hitch up and print the 
next Issue a "little further on." The title 
of tho paper, drawn and engraved by Brown 
himself, showed a gigantic tombstone 
crushing to earth the emblems of opposi- 
tion. The paper soon had a gtojtt vogue, 
but "Tombstone" could not stand success, 
and when last scon was moving north with 
a row of citizens marching up the grade 
behind him.—New Orleans 
orat.

Cause of the Trouble. 


A conthlsion, or spasm, is seldom se- 


In Children there aw. many 
causes of convulsions, and the serious- 
ness of any given case dopandu wholly 
on the cause, not on the convulsiou or 
the spasm itself.

dett chill, Just after eating, which stops 
tiid aigestioDi An emetic is what is 
needed m such a, ease. A half teaspoon- 
ful of salt dissolved in oue-tliird of a 
cup of warm water, to which a half tea- 
6-pooiiful of ground mustard has been 
added, and the whole given at a, dose, 
makes the quickest, safest and best 
emetic (it such a case or iuaca?eof poi- 
soning. 


The so called "worm fits" often come 


from undigested food in the stomach 
and can also be relieved by such an eme- 
tic. 
Treatment for a convulsion of this 


sort while it is in progress is not ot 
much use and often dors harm. It is, 
as a ruie, better to tnannge a epysm iu 
a child the same as an epileptic fit in 
au adult. 


In epilepsy remove tha patient if nec- 


essary to souie place %vhcie there is no 
special danger of his getting hurt, 
loosen tha clothing on the neck and 
cheat and then let him alone. Keep ev- 
ery one out of the way and give him, 
plenty of breathing room, aud on no ac- 
count try to hold him still nor stop tho 
convulsion. Yon cannot do it if yon 
try. It is sometimes well to put a largo 
flat cork or a thickly folded cloth be- 
tween the teeth to keep the tongue from 
being bitten. 
After tho convulsion is 


over the pationt will often go to sleep. 
Let him sleep until lie wnkens of his 
own accord. Hysterical convulsions do 
not require any notice tnkou of them at 
all aud will paps over sooner if unno- 
ticed. If one is in doubt whether a con- 
vulsion is hysteria, or epilepsy, manage 
it as for epilepsj'.

One Hundred Men, as Many Horses 


and Four Guns 
Probably 
to 


March on North Adams. The 


Plan as Far as It Has 


Progressed. 


It is quite probable that through the 


efforts of Commander Tower of Sanrord 
post, single handed, this city will be given 
the pleasure of seeing a company of United 
States cavalry witnin its own limits. 


Commander Tower, always desirous of 


entertaining Grand Army men from 
whatever locality, had studied a sur- 
prise for the Berkshire Grand Army 
picnic 
that 
is 
to 
take 
place 


at Hoosac Valley park next week. The 
surprise was designed to be the maneu- 
vering of a four gun battery of Uncle 
Sam's own horsemen. Mr. Tower regrets 
that the surprise cannot materaliza be- 
cause of the short time there is now to 
make arrangements.

first step Commander Tower 


took 
to 
secure 
the 
presence 


of the battery in Northern Berkshire 
was taken when he learned that a bat- 
tery would camp for a month or more at 
Tyringham.He then wrote to Commander 
Miller at Fort Hamilton and long interva1 
passed before he got a reply. The reason 
the reply was so long in coming was that 
the officer addressed had gone to Cali-

Commander 


Tower has just received a reply and it is 
an eneouraging one. It directs the com- 
mander to see the officer in command of 
the batte-y and if he is willing to march 
to this city there will probably be no ob- 
jection, provided the march and camp 
here will be no expense to the govern- 
ment. 


The march will incur no more expense 


than would be incurred in camp at Tyr- 
ingham. The battery has its own rations, 
complete commissary department and is 
equipped for work in the field. So to 
come up here would cost nothing ior 
transportation or other contingencies. 
The men would probably make the march 
in two days, camping a night this side of 
Pittsfleld. 


It will Ibe a rare treat to Northern 


Berkshire people when the battery ar- 
rives.
